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SENATE BILL No. 5. 


, A BILL REQUIRING OATHS OF SUITORS IN CERTAIN 


CASES. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia :

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1. Before any person residing in this State, by himself or 
his agent, shall be entitled to sue out any civil process in any 
of the courts of record in this State, or before a justice of the 
peace, or shall maintain any defence to any suit heretofore 
brought, or which may hereafter be brought; or to any judg- 
ment heretofore or which may hereafter be obtained. Such 
person shall be required to take and subscribe and file with the 
officer having charge of the papers of such suit ee judgment, 
an oath to support the Constitution of the United States and 
of this State ; which oath so taken and filed shali be sufficient 
for the same party in bringing other suits or defending other 
actions against him in the same county. 

2. In any case where judgment has been obtained, or may 
hereafter be obtained, in which the plaintiff shall allege by 
affidavit filed with the papers in the cause, that he has reason 
to believe that the defendant, at the time of the rendition of 
such Judgment, was engaged in rebellion against the United 


States or this State. Such defendant shall be required, be-

19 fore being heard in any defcnce against such judgment, to 
20 take and subscribe, (to be filed with the papers in the cause,) 
21 the oath prescribed by an act passed November, 1863, entitled 
22 “An act to amend and re-enact the first section of dn act en- 
23 titled ‘an act concerning oaths and affirmations,’”’ passed June 
24 26th, 1863. 

25 8. Such parts of an act passed May 15th, 1862, as are in-

with, are hereby repealed. 


SENATE BILL No. 6. 


A BILL REQUIRING CERTAIN PERSONS TO TAKE AN 


OATH. 


Beit enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia :

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1. All persons obtaining any license for any privilege what- 
soever, and all members or officers of any incorparated com- 
pany, or any person or persons, belonging to or connected 
with any internal improvement company, who are citizens of 
this State, shall, before obtaining or exercising the authority, 
or proceeding to discharge the duties of the same; be required 
to take the oath prescribed in the act passed November 16th, 
1863, entitled “An act to amend and re-enact the first section 
of an act entitled ‘an act nene oaths and affirmations,’ ” 


passed June 26, 1863. 


SENATE BILL No. 7. 


A BILL TO AUTHORIZE THE ADJUTANT GENERAL TO 
AUDIT MILITARY CLAIMS AGAINST THIS STATE. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 
1 1. The Adjutant General is hereby authorized to andit all 
2 claims against the State of Virginia and against this State, for 
8 services rendered or subsistence furnished under the authority 
4 of the Governor of the State of Virginia, or under the authori- 
5 ty or by the order of the Governor of this State since the organ- 
6 ization of the restored government of Virginia, for the purpose 
7 of putting down the present rebellion. 
8 2. Every claimant having a claim or claims contracted since 
9 the reorganization of the restored government of Virginia, and 
10 the organization of the State, shall charge the same to the State 
11 under authority of which said account or accounts were con- 
12 tracted, accompanying each and every claim or account with 
13 vouchers and evidence sufficient to satisfy the Adjutant General 
14 that the claims is just and true, and that the services rendered 
15 or articles furnished, were necessary for the public military ser- 
16 vice, and that the account was made under the authority and by 
17 the order of the Governor of Virginia or the Governor of this 


18 State; and if, in his judgment, from the evidence before hiin, 
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and 


19 the Adjutant General shall become satistied that the claim is 
20 just and should be paid, he shall endorse on the back of the 
21 claim, and shall hand them over to the Governor, who shall, from 
22 time to time, pay the same out of any money which may here- 
23 after be placed at his disposal for the purpose. 

24 3. The Governor is hereby authorized to appoint a special com- 
25 missioner to go to Washington, who shall use all honorable 
26 means to induce the General Government to re-imburse the 
27 State of West Virginia tor all moneys she has paid or may have 


28 to pay on the claims aforesaid. 


SENATE BILL No. 11. 


A BILL APPROPRIATING THE PUBLIC REVENUE FOR 
THE FISCAL YEAR 1863-4, AND A PART OF THE 
FISCAL YEAR 1864 6. | 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

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1. The surplus of all appropriations heretofore made, and 
any and all money in the treasury not etherwise appropriated, 
at the close of the fiscal year ending September thirtieth, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four, as well as all money that shall 
come into the public treasury from and after the thirtieth day 
of September, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, to the first day 
of January, eighteen hundred and sixty-five, shall constitute a 
general fund, and be appropriated for the fiscal year, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three and feur, and for the months of Octo- 
ber, Nopember and pocemDer of the fiscal year eighteen hun- 
dred and tayi and five, as follows: 

For expenses of the Legislature for the session Commencing

For contingent expenses of office of the Secretary of State, 
three hundred dollars. 

For contingent expenses of Treasurer’s office, two hundred 
dollars. 

For contingent expenses of Adjutant General’s office, three 
hundred dollars. 

For contingent expenses of Quartermaster General’s office, 
two thousand dollars. 


For salary of Adjutant General, twelve hundred dollars.

to repeal any special appropriation made to any individual or 
individuals named in the act of December 7, 1868, or for the 
holding any election for which an appropriation was made un- 
der said act, or to effect the provision of the act passed De- 
cember 3, 1863, entitled “An act concerning superintendents 
and commissioners of schools, and the distribution of the cap- 


itation tax for 1861, 1862 and 1863. 


SENATE BILL No. 12. 


A BILL TO PROVIDE FOR PROVING TITLE IN ORFROM 


THE COMMONWEALTH OF VIRGINIA. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

1. In all actions and proceedings now pending, or hereafter 
to be brought, either in law or i equity to-recover land, or in 
which the title to land in this State may come in question; the 
person or party seeking to recover such land, or interested in 
establishing such title, may, in due form of law, make and file 
with such proceedings an affidavit, setting forth the existence 
of a patent from the Commonwealth of Virginia for such land; 
and stating, as precisely as practicable, the date thereof, and 
to whom made, and that said applicant or party is not in pos- 
session of such original patent, and does not know where the 
same is, or any duly M E copy thereof. Whereupon, 
unless the adverse party shall produce the same or admit its 
existence, boundaries and locality; such judge or court may 
and shall allow such party so claiming, to prove the existence, 
boundaries or locality of any such patent, by the recital or re- 


citals of, or in any properly authenticated deed or deeds for such

18 er competent evidence thereof. 
19 2. The provisions of this act shall apply only to such pat-

SENATE BILL No. 15. 


A BILL GIVING JUSTICES JURISDICTION IN VASES 


OF ASSAULT AND BATTERY. 


Be it enacted by the Legitlature of West Virginia: 
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1. When complaint is made to a justice that an assault and 
battery has keen committed, or when such assault and battery 
was committed in his presence, he shall immediately issue nis 
warrant requiring the person committing the same, to be 
brought immediately before him, and proceed to a preliminary 
examination into the facts in the case, after causing such wit- 
ness to be brought before him, as he may deem proper, and 
upon such preliminary examination, if he be of opinion that 
the case is of such character that it ought to be investigated 
and tried by a single justice, he shall put the party or parties 
offending upon trial, after allowing him or them such time and 
facilities to procure evidence in defence as may be reasonable, 
and upon hearing. the evidence in the case, he may impose 


such fine upon the party or parties found guilty of such assault 


5 and battery, not exceeding $10, or sentence him or them to 


such term of imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, or both, 
as he may deem proper, or if the fine alone is imposed, he 
may also order the party or parties imprisoned not exceeding 


thirty days, in default of payment thereof.

2. [f the party or parties so put upon trial, so demand, the 


2 said justive shall cause a jury, composed of six competent ju- 
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rors, to be empareled to try the same, who, after hearing the 
evilenee on both sides, if th» party or parties be found guilty 
of such assault and battery shall asses such fine not exeeeding 
ten dollars, or ascertain such term of imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding 30 days, or both, as to them shall seem proper and 
right, and the said justice shall give judgment and award ex- 
ecution accordingly. 

3. But if such justice upon hearing the evidence and con- 


sidering the facts in the case, in such preliminary examina- 


3 tion, shall be of opinion that the case is of such character that 


a greater penalty ought to be inflicted than a fine of $10 or 
inprisonment of thirty days, or both, then, and in that event, 
he shall cause the party or parties accused to enter Into re- 
cignizance with securities by him deemed sufficient, condition- 
ed that he appear to answer an indictment before the grand 
jury of the next circuit court to be held for the county wherc- 
in such assault and battery is alleged to have been committed.

SENATE BILL No. 141. 
A BILL FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE POOR. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia. 
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1, All poor persons within this State, who are from any cause 


unable to support themselves, shall be supported as hereinafter

3 provided. 


2. The father, mother, children, grandfather, if of ability with- 
out his personal labor, and the male grandchildren who are of 


ability, of any poor person who is unable to maintain himself by 
work, shall jointly or severally relieve or maintain said poor 
person in such manner as may be approved by the overseer of 
the township wherein said poor person resides; but the overseer 
shall have no control unless said poor person has applied to him 
for aid. 

3. The word “father,” in the peceding section, includes the 
putative father of an illegitimate child; and the question of be- 
ing the father, may be tried before the Circuit Court of the coun- 
ty, in any action to recover for, or to compel the an of an 
illegitimate child. 

; ; ; 

+. Upon failure of such relative or relatives so to relieve or 
maintain a poor person who has made application for relief, the 
overseer of the township shall apply to a justice of the township 


where said poor person resides, for an order to compel the same. 


5. At least fifteen days notice shall be given of the applica- 
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tion, by summons, requiring the relatives therein namel to ap- 
prar awl answer thereto; which snmmons shall be direeted to 
and officer qualitedl to serve civil processes upen the parties. 

ü. The ist tee shall proceed to hear the alleitions wl proel 

ot the parth saml may order any one or gaore of the relatives of 
steh poor person, as may appear te be able to relieve aml main- 
taiu him, charging them, as far as practicable, in the order 
namel iu the seeond section, and tor that purpose may make new 
parties to the proceedings, when necessary. 
T. The orqer ot the justice may be for the entire or partial 
support of the poor person: and it may be for support, ether by 
payment ot money, or by takiug the poor person tu the relatives 
house: or the order may assign the poor person, fora certain 
period of time, to one relative, aad for another periud of time, 
to another relative, as he may adjudge te be just aud right, ta- 
king into view the means of the several relatives. 

S. The order may be specitie in point of time, or it imay be 
indefinite until the further order of the Justice, and may be 
varied from time to time, as circumstances may require, on ap- 
phention of the party having the poor person in charge. er of 
any relative alfeeted thereby, upon fourteen days notice being 
given. 

9, Tf the justice shall order the relief to be made in any other 
manner than by the payment of money, he shall fix a money 
value upon the same: and when by the payment of money, the 


money shall be paid to the overseer. 
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10. Lf any persoi or persons shall fail to comply with the or- 
der of the justice made in aecordence with the seventh and 
eighth sections, the overseer shall make affidavit showing the 
facts, and the justice may order an execution for the money due 
or the money value as before assessed. In such proceedings the 
county shall be plaintiff, and the person or persons sought to be 
charged defendant or defendants. 

11. The poor person or some person for him must make appli- 
cation for relief to the e of the township where he may 
be; and if the overseer is satisfied that the poor person by ais for 
whom such application is made, is in such a state of want as to 
require reliefat the public expense, the overseer may for the 
time being, afford such relief as the the necessities of the person 
may require, if the person have a legal settlement in the county, 
and shall report the same forthwith to the supervisor of the 
township, who is authorized to deny further aid to such person 
if he tind cause: but a person shall not be deemed to have a legal 
settlement in such county until he shall have resided therein for 
one vear. and shail not then be deemed to have a legal settle- 
ment, if he has migrated into the State within three years, unless 
at the time of so migrating he was able to maintain himself. 

12. When on such appheation an overseer refuses either pro- 
vision or assistance, the supervisor of the township may dirict 
the same. 


13, On the complaint of an overseer of any township before a 


2 jurtice thereo!, that any person has eome into such township 
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who ts likely to become chargeable thereto, such justice may, by 
warrant cause such person to be removed to the township where- 
in he was last legally settled, if the same be without the county, 
unless he be so sick or disabled that he cannot he removed 
without danger of life; in whieh ease he shall be provided for at 
the charge of the county wherein he is, and after his recovery 
shall be removed. 

14. The overseers of the county wherein such person was last 
legally settled, shall upon his being removed thereto, provide 
for him and repay all the charges incurred for his maintenance, 
sare and removal, If he die before removal, they shall repay 
the charges for his burial and those incurred during his siek- 
ness. In case of their failure to comply with this section, com- 
plaint may be made before the circuit court of the county in 
which they reside, and a summons may be awarded against them; 
upon the return of which, executed on them, or either of them, 
the circuit court may order them to provide for hin, and order 
repayment of the charges aforesaid, and compel obedience to any 
such order by attachment or otherwise, 

15. The overseers of the poor shall have decently interred the 
remains of such persons as may die within their several town- 
ships, who at the time of their death may not have possessed 
property suilicient to pay the expenses of such burial, and shall 
eanse the necessary expenses of such burial to be paid ont of 
the county treasury. 


16. Every overseer shall exert himself to prevent any person 
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going about begging, or staying in any street or other place to 
beg. Every such person shall immediately be taken and con- 
veved to the place of general reception for the poor of the coun- 
ty in which he may be found, or if he have a legal settlement in 
another county of this State, he may be proceeded against ac- 
cording to the thirteenth section; or when he has migrated from 
another State, and has no legal settlement in this, the board of 
overseers may cause him to be removed to such other State. To 
carry into effect this section, an overseer may issue a warrant to 


a constable. 


17. The overseers of any county, or any one of them, may 
cause to be vaccinated with genuine vaccine matter, any persons in 
such county who are unable to pay the expense thereof, and the 
charge for so doing, shall be rendered in the annual report of 
the board, and levied for by the board of supervisors. 

18. Overseers of the poor for each county shall be elected, va- 
cancies filled, the duration of their term of office, the time of its 
commencement, and the mode of contesting their elections, shall 
be as prescribed by the “act regulating elections by the people,” 
passed November thirteenth, eighteen hundred and epee. 

19. The powers, duties and compensation of overseers of the 
poor shall be such-as are herein, or may be hereafter prescribed by 
law. And for misconduct or neglect of duty, they shall be fined 
not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars, and may be remoy- 
ed from office by the board of supervisors of the county, upon 


the report. of the supervisor of their township, for repeated or 
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7 continued tiegleet ot duty, incompetence, misconduct in office, 


or removal from the township tor which they were elected. 

20, Before entering on the duties of his office, each over- 
seer shall take the oaths prescribed for officers of the State, 
and execute a bond in a penalty of —— hundred dollars, with 
seeurity, to be approved by the board of supervisors of his coun- 
ty, awl deposited with the clerk of said board. Each overseer 
shall continue to perform the duties of his office. until his sue- 
cessor is eleeted aud qualitied. 

21. The overseers shall meet for organization on the —— day 
atter their election. They shall appoint a president and clerk 
trom their own number, and in the absence of the regular presi- 
dent or clerk, a president or clerk pro tempore may be appointed 

22. Regular meetings of the board of overseers shall be held 
once every three months, at which meeting each overseer shall 
present n statement of his expenditures for the preceding three 
months; a synopsis of which expenditures the clerk of the board 
shall submit to the board of supervisors, at their next regular 
meeting, 


25, Called meetings of the beard may be held on the order of 


2 the president, or one-third of the overseers, upon giving to the 


others reasonable notice of the time and place of such meeting. 
If at the time tixed for any meeting, a majority fail to attend, 
those present may adjourn to another day. Any overseer fail- 
ing to attend any meeting of the board without sufficient excuse, 


shall forfeit two dollars. 
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24. A full and complete record of the proceedings and accounts 


e 


of the board, shall be entered in a book to be provided for that 
purpose, and the said proceedings shall be signed by the per- 
son presiding “at the meeting at which they may have taken 


place. 


25. The overseers of the poor of each county, shall be a cor- 


poration by the name of the overseers of the poor of coun- 


3 ty, and as such, with the assent of the board of supervisors of -> 


said county, may purchase a house, or houses and land, or may 
purchase lands and erect thereon a house or houses for the use. 
of the poor, and sell and convey lands. They may provide, on 
any of their lands, stock and implements of husbandry, and use 
such houses and lands as a place of general reception for the 
poor. 

26. They may provide a poor-house, work-house, aud other 
buildings and improvements; employ managers, physicians, nul- 
ses and servants, and prescribe regulations for the management 
and good government of the same, having reference to the pro- 
motion of sobrietv, morality and industry among the occupants. 

27. Any person to be provided for or assisted by an overseer 
or overseers, in a county where there is a poor-house, shall not 
be kept at the expense of such county, at any place other than 
at such poor-house, except in extreme cases, and where such 
charge is likely to exist only for a short time, conforming always 


to such regulations as may be prescribed under the preceding 


section. All poor persons kept at the place of general recep- 
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tion, shall be required to perform such reasonable and moderate 
labor, as nay be suited to their sex, age and bodily strength, 
the proceeds of which shall be appropriated to the use of the 
poor, in such manner as the board of overgeers may determine. 

23. The overseers of any county may appoint an agent orstew- 
ard, who, before acting as such, shall execute a bond to said 
overseers, in such penalty, and with such sureties as the 
board may deem sufficient, conditioned fur the faithful perform- 
ance of his agency. 

29. Such agent or steward, shall have charge of the poor- 
house, and shall keep for the board such money and property 
ax it may authorize him to receive or have the care of, and dis- 
pore of the same as it may direct. He shall, in the corporate 
name of the overseers, recover money or property for them, and 
defend proceedings against them; the board allowing the expen- 
ses of such prosecution or defence. Te shall, at all times, be 
under the control, and governed by the rules and regulations of 
the board. He shall receive persons into the poor-house only ou 
the order of an overseer, and shall enter in a book to be kept 
for the purpose, the name, age and ilate of reception of every 
such person, with the name of the overseer un whose order he 
was admitted. 

30, Annually in April, or more frequently, if required, every 
agent and overseer shall render to the board, a correct account 
of his transactions, with proper vouchers, and pay, according to its 


order, such balance as may bein his hands, <Any agent or over- 
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seer failing su to do, shall forfeit at les alia thirty, nur mote 
than one hundred dollars. 

SL The board of overseers shall cause the poor-house to be 
visited at least ounce amouth by one of their number, who shall 
carefully examine the condition of the inmates, the manner in 
Which they are treated aud provided tor; ascertain what labor 
they are required to perform, inspect the books and accounts ol 
the agent or steward, and generally enquire into all matters per- 
taining tu the poor-house, and report to the board. 

52. The overseers of any county may move for aud obtain 
judgment in the circuit court of such county, or before a jus- 
tice thereof against an overseer or his representatives, or against 
any agent or other person and his securities, and his and their 
personal representatives, for such balance as may be in the 
hauds of, or be owing from such owner, agent or other person, 
with lawful interest thereon, and for damages iu addition therc- 
to, not exceeding fifteen per centum., 

33. Every officer or other person appointed or employed by 
the board of overseers, shall hold his office or employment at its 
pleasure, and receive for his services, such compensation as the 
board of supervisors yt the county may deem reasonable. The 
board of supervisors shall allow the overseers out of the county 
treasury such sum as it may deem reasonable for their services. 
not exceeding one dollar and a half for each day necessarily em- 
ployed in the duties of their office. 
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84. A report from the overseers of every county for the year 
ending on the fifteenth day of June, shall be made by those in 
vice on that day. The report shall set forth the number of per- 
sons provided fur in that year, the name and age of each person, 
and the length ot thine and the place where each was provided 
for or assisted; the amount of money or other things received by 
the overseers for the year, showing how much was expended at 
the place of general reception and how much tor those supported 
or assisted elsewhere; the balance, if any, remaining in the 
handlsor under the control of the overseers: what anonut, if any, 
they will require to pay the arrears of the past and meet expen- 
ditures for the ensuing year, and what will be the nature of 
these expenditures. It shall state whether any persons, aud if 
any, Whe, were kept at work at the plave of general reception, 
tor what length of time aml in what manner, whether in the 


workhouse or in tiling the land or otherwise, and may contain 


T such remarks and suggestions as the overseers imay deem per- 


tinent. 

fo. The report shall be entered by the elerk of the board of 
uVerseers upon its records and a copy thereof signed by its pres- 
ident and attested by its clerk and tiled in the office of the clerk 
of the beard of supervisors of the county on or before the twen- 
tieth day of June following. In case such report he not made 
out, the president of the board of overseers shall forfeit titty 
dollars: and in case a copy of said report be not so filed, the 


elerk shall forfeit thirty dollars. The president of the board of 
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supervisors of she county shall immediately give information of 
such tailure to the prosecuting attorney, that he may proceed 
either against the clerk or the president. 

36. The clerk of the board of supervisors shall lay such copy 
of said report before said board at its stated meeting in June, 
and the amount which, according to their report, the overseers 
will require, shall be chargable on the county, and the board of 
supervisors, when it orders the annual levy, shall provide for 
the said amount, The amount so provided, shall be payable ont 
of the proceeds of said levy, and shall be collected by the sheriff 
or collecting officer of the county, and the whole amount thereof 
paid by him into the county treasury, on or before the fifteenth 
day of December, in each year. 

57. The sheriff or collecting officer shall be allowed the same 
commission for collecting the tax for the support of the poor, 
as may be allowed him by the supervisors for collecting the 
county revenue, and shall be entitled to a credit ror so much of 
said tax in his settlement for the county revenue, as shall appear 
hy such settlement to have been by him lawfully returned de- 
linquent.

46. In case ot any misconduct or neglect on the part of the 
master, to any apprentice or servant bound under the provisions 
of this act, a complaint may be made in writing, by any person 
over twenty-one years of age, to the overseer of the poor, set- 
ting forth the facts and circumstances of the case; and if the 
overseer is of opinion that the complaint is well founded, he 
shall file the same with a justice of the township; or if cause of 
such complaint be known to the overseer, he shall make and file

SENATE BILL No. 16. 


A BILL REQUIRING THE BANKS IN THIS STATE TO 
REDEEM THEIR CIRCULATION AND PAY THEIR 


LIABILITIES IN UNITED STATES LEGAL TENDER

Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

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1. The several banks of this State shall, from and after the 
first day of May, eighteen hundred and sixty four, pay all de- 
mands against them in legal tender notes of the United States,

2. If any note or notes, bill or check for money due from 
any bank, be presented for payment within the ugual business 
hours at the bank or office where payable, and be not paid in 
legal tender notes of the United States when so presented, the 
party presenting the same may, on motion or by warrant, (ac- 


cording to the amount,) recover from the bank the amount of 


of such note or notes, bill or check, with interest thereon at 


2 the rate of twelve per centum per annum from the time of 


such failure until payment. 
3. Every bank failing to redeem as directed in the first sec- 
tion, shall forfeit and pay to the State one half of one per 


centum upon its capital stock on the first day of June, eigh- 
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17 teen hundred and sixty-four, and one-half of one per centum 
18 on its capital stock on the first day of each succeeding month 
19 during the continuance of such failure. The same shall be 
20 paid into the public treasury on the warrant of the Auditor, 


21 and be applied to the support of free schools.

A BILL TO RELEASE THE TAXES FOR 1861, 1862 AND 


1863, ON PROPERTY-IN CERTAIN COUNTIES.

The taxes for the years 1861, 1862, and 1863, dué un- 
der the laws of Virginia, on lands. personal property, licenses 
and other subjects of taxation, within the counties vf Berke- 
ley, Boone, Clay, Calhoun, Fayette, Greenbrier, Hampshire, 
Hardy, Jefferson, Logan, McDowell, Mercer, Morgan, Mon- 
roe, Nicholas, Pendl.ton, Pocahontas, Raleigh, Roane, Web- 
ster and Wyoming, which taxes were transferred to this State 
by an act of the General Assembly of Virginia, passed Feb- 
ruary 8, 1863, entitled “An act transferring to the proposed

counties respectively shat] pay and discharge all claims of off- 
cers and persons therein against this State for any services 
rendered or thing done prior to the twentieth day of June, 


1863, under the laws of Virginia, and the ordinances of the

HOUSE BILL No. 38. 


A BILL TO PROVIDE FOR THE ARREST OF REBELS OR 


oO 
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REBEL SYMPATHIZERS. 

Whereas, many persons in the State of West Virginia are 
in sympathy with the so-called Confederate States of America 
or the rebel State government at Richmond; and whereas, 
many who have taken the oath of allegiance to the Govern- 
ment of the United States ; as also the government of the 
State of West Virginia, show that they are still in sympathy 
as aforesaid; and whereas, the said State of West Virginia 
continues to be infested with rebels and rebel guerrillas, while 
in its midst numerous citizens of pretended loyalty are 
still secreting and harboring ic lawless bands ; theyefore, 
it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 

1. It shall be lawful for any officer, cither civil or military, 
knowing of any person or persons guilty as befure mentioned, 
or any other act or acts of disloyalty, misdemeanor or other 
offence or offences, to arrest or cause such person or persons to 
be arrested and brought to trial forthwith before a justice of 
the peace in any county within the said State of West Vir- 
ginia, (deemed most practicable.) 


2. It shall be the duty of the justice before whom such per-

son or persons are brought for trial, to issue his summons forth 


with for such witness or witnesses as may be deemed impor- 


tant, should such witness or witnesses not be in attendance. 

8. If, upon the evidence, such person or persons are found 
guilty of an offence or offences, cognizable before a justice of 
the peace, it shall be the duty of the justice to render such 
judgment in the premises as in his opinion the law directs. 

4. But if, in the opinion of the justice, such person or per- 
sons are subject to criminal prosecution not within the juris- 
diction of the justice of the peace, it shall be the duty of 
said justice to require bond with sufficient penalty conditioned 
as follows: that such person or persons do appear at the sit- 
ting of the then ensuing circuit court, designated by said jus- 
tice as most practicable and convenient in any county within 
the said State of West Virginia, to then and there answer to 
an indictment or such other charge or charges as may be lawful 
under the existing laws of this State. 

5. All laws heretofore passed conflicting with the provisions 


of this act, are hereby repealed.

SENATE BILL No. 19. 
BILL AMENDATORY OF AN ACT ENTITLED “AN 
ACT FOR THE COLLECTION OF TAXES,” PASSED 
DECEMBER Tth, 1863. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 
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1. The county treasurer of each county of the State, shall, 
in addition to the duties now imposed by law upon that officer, 
collect the taxes assessed in such county, for State and county 
purposes, and previous to entering upon the duties of his office. 
shall give an additional bond with freehold securities. to be 
approved by the board of supervisors of his county, condition- 
ed for the faithful discharge of his duties as collector of the 
revenue, and for accounting for and paying over, as required by 
law, all money which may come to their hands, by virtue of his 
office, in a penalty double the amount of the sum to be col- 
lected. 

2. The treasurer shall commence his collection yearly on 
the first day of July, or as soon thereafter as he may receive 
a copy of the assessor’s books, and may after such time, make 
distress therefor when the tax payer is about to remove his 


property from the county. 


3. As soon as the assessors books are received, the treasurer 
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shall cause notices to be posted up in three places in each town- 
ship, in the county, one of which shall be a place of voting in the 
township, stating in said notices on what day the treasurer or 
his deputy will attend at a place of holding elections in each 
township, for the purpose of receiving taxes, and the treasurer 
or his deputy shall attend for the purpose aforesaid, on the day 
and at the place named in such notices, and shall attend at his 
office at the seat of justice, during the Soms of October and 
November, to receive taxes from persons wishing to pay them. 

+. The county treasurer shall appoint a deputy to assist him 
in the collection of taxes, in each township of his county, and 
may tahe such bond and security from the person so appoint- 
ed, as he may deem necessary for his indemnity, and shall in 
all eases be liable and accountable for the miscou-luct in office 
of his deputies. 

5. Any time subsequent to the Ist day of December next 
after such taxes shall become due, the county treasurer or his 
deputy, may distrain sufficient goods and chattels belonging to 
the persons charged with such taxes to pay the taxes remain- 
ing due, and the costs that may accrue, and shall immediately 
proceed to advertise the same in three public places in the 


township where such property may be taken, stating the time 


8 when andthe place where such property will besold, and if 
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the taxes for which such property shall have been distrained 
and the costs which shall have accrued thereon, shall not be 
paid before the day appointed for such sale, which shall not 
be less than ten days after the taking such property, the treas- 
urer or his deputy shall proceed to sell such property at public 
vendue, or so much thereof as will be sufficient to pay said tax- 
es aud the costs of such distress and sale. 

6. The treasurer shall be allowed the same fees for making 
distress and sale of goods for the payment of taxes, es are al- 
lowed by law to constables for making levy and sale of prop-

erty on execution. 

T. The treasurer shall ve allowed for the collection of tax- 
es, eight per centum on the first thousand dollars, seven per 
centum on any sum between one and two thousand dollars, six 


per centum on any sum between two aud three thousand dol- 


lars, and five per centum on any sum over three thousand 
dollars. 
8. The first, third, fifth and twenty-fourth sections of the 
act aforesaid, passed December 7th, 1863, are hereby repealed. 
9. “The county treasurer,” shal) be substituted in said act, 
for the words “sheriff or other collector,” wherever they occur. 


10. This set shall be in force from and after the first day 


of January, 1865. 


SENATE BILL No. 20. 
A BILL CONCERNING SPIRITUOUS LIQUORS. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

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1. That from and after the first day of February, 1865, it 
shall not be lawful for any person in this State, to manufacture 
or sell intoxicating liquors in the same. 

2. Any person in this State, who-shall, after the day and 
date aforesaid, manufacture or cause to be manufactured, sell 
or cause to be sold, any intoxicating drinks whatsoever, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by fine not 
less than fifty nor more than five hundred dollars, or imprison- 
ment not less than six nor more than twelve months in the jail 
of the county in which the offence was committed. The form 
of arrest and trial shall be the same as in other cases of mis- 
demeanor. “ 

3. All fines arising under the provisions of this act, stall be 


paid into the school fund of this State. 


SENATE BILL No. 21. 


A BILL DECLARING WHO ARE CITIZENS OF THE 
STATE, AND HOW CITIZENSHIP IS RELINQUISHED. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 
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Ail free white persous born in this State; all free white persons 
born in any other State of this Union, who nay be or become 
residents of this State; all aliens, being free white persons na- 
turalized under the laws ofthe United States, who may be or be- 
come residents of this State; all persons who have obtained 
a right to citizenship under former laws, and all children, 
wherever born, whose father, or if he be dead, whose mother 
shall be a citizen of this State at the time of the birth of such 
children, shall be deemed citizens of this State. 

2. Wheusoever any citizen of this State, by deed in writing, 
executed in the presence of and subscribed by two witnesses 
and by them proved in the court of the county or corporation 
where he resides, or by open verbal declaration made in such 
court and entered of record, shall declare that he relinquishes 
the character of a citizen of this State, and shall be consider- 
as having exercised his right of expatriation so.far as regards 
this State, and shall thenceforth be deemed no Citizen thereof. 

3. When any citizen of this State, being twenty-one years 
of age, shall reside elsewhere, and in good faith become 


the citizen of some other State of this Union, or the citizen or 
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subject of a foreign state or sovereign, he shall not, while the 
citizen of another state, or the citizen or a subject of a foreign 
state or sovereign, be deemed a citizen of this State; and any 
citizen ofthis State, who has since the 3d day of February. 
1503, or who shall hereafter voluntarily levy war against 
the United States, or who has adhered, or shall hereafter ad- 
here to the enemies of the same, by giving them aid and com- 
fort; or who has, or shall hereafter, by writing or speaking, 
profess allegiance or fidelity to the so-c lled Confederate States 
of America; or who has, or shall hereafter resist or oppose, or 
who has or shall hereafter, by writing or speaking, instigate 
others to resist or oppose the government of Virginia as reor- 
ganized by the Convention which assembled at Wheeling on 
the 11th day of June, 1861, or the government of West Vir- 
ginia, shall be considered as having expatriated himself so far 
as regards this State, and shall thenceforth be deemed no citi- 
zen thereof. 

4. No such act of becoming the citizen or subject of a for- 
cign state or sovereign, and no act under the second section 
shall have any cffect, if done while this State or the United 
States shall be at war with any foreign power, 

5. The third chapter of the code, (second edition,) and 
chapter T1 of the acts of Assembly, °02 and °63, are hereby 


repealed.

SENATE BILL No. 22. 
BILL FOR THE RELIEF OF CERTAIN MILITIA IN 
THE COUNTY OF UPSHUR. 


WHEREAS, certain persons belonging to the militia of Upshur 


county, when in discharge of their duty, were captured by arm- 


ed rebels, taken to Richmond, incarcerated in prison and are 


now held as prisoners of war: 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

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1. There shall be paid out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, a sum sufficient to pay, at the rate of 
thirteen dollars per month, to each of the militia who were 
captured in the county of Upshur, in 1863, by armed rebels, 
and are held as prisoness of war in the city of Richmond, said 
militia having been captured in the discharge of their duty Yn 
defence of the State. 

2. Such sums shall be paid by order of the Governor, to any 
one of such militia as were taken and held as prisoners of war 
to them, their heirs, executors, or administrators, upon produ- 
cing such evidence as will satisfy the Governor that the same 


were so captured, imprisoned and held. 


SENATE BILL No. 23. 


A BILL MAKING APPROPRIATION TO PAY CERTAIN 


MILITARY CLAIMS. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

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SENATE BILL No. 26. 


A BILL CONCERNING BOUNTIES FOR VOLUNTEERS. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia:

2. Should there not be a sufficient amount of money in the 
treasury to pay said bounties, the Governor is hereby author- 
ized to negotiate a loan on the credit of the State, to be

SENATE BILL No. 27. 


A BILL TO AMEND AND RE-ENACT THE FIRST AND 


THIRD SECTIONS OF AN ACT PASSED FEBRUARY 


4, 1863, ENTITLED “AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE 


LITTLE KANAWHA NAVIGATION COMPANY.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: = _ 
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1. Sections first and third of an act entitled “An act to in- 


corporatethe Little Kanawha Navigation Company,’ passed 


8 February 4, 1863, be amended and re-enacted, so as to read

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as follows: 
“It shall be lawful to open books under the superintendence 
of John V. Rathbone, R. Van Winkle, James Cook, J. H. 


Camden, Moses Kinchloe, Daniel Williamson, E. C. Hopkins, 
Jonathan Weaver, Charles H. Shattuck, and James A. Wil- 
liamson, or any three of them, at Parkersburg in the county of 
Wood; Newark, Elizabeth, and Rathbone, in the county of 
Wirt; for receiving subscriptions to the capital stock of the 
company hereby incorporated for the purpose of improving 
the navigation of the Little Kanawha river and its branches. 
The said commissioners shall before opening the bocks for 


subscriptions as aforesaid give ten days notice of the time and

place of opening the said books, and shall keep the, same open 


for subscriptions for five days. 


3. The said company shall have power to improve the navi- 
tion of said river and of Hughes’ river, by removing any or 
all of the dams or any other obstructions now existing to the 
navigation of said rivers, or either of them or by Jocks, dams, 
sluives, canals or by other usual modes of improvement or by a 
combination of any two or more of them. 

They shall commence their said improvement at such point 
at or above the mouth of said river, as the said company shall 
deem advisable, and prosecute the same towards the head, so 
far as it may be deemed practicable, or the resources will per- 
mit, and may in like manner improve Hughes’ river so far up 
the same as they may deem proper when their main improve- 
ment has reached the mouth thereof. They may enter and 
eondemn lands for the purposes of their improvements, under 
the provisions of the said fifty-sixth chapter of the ‚Code of 
Virginia, and shall have the benefit of all and every act decla- 
ring the said rivers navigable highways and when the said im- 
provement shall have been completed from Rathbone in the 
county of Wirt, to the Claysville dam in Wood county, the 
sail company shall kave power to charge, and receive for the 


transportation of erude or refined oils a toll not exceeding ten 
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(10) cents per barrel of forty gallons, or the like sum for the 
same number of gallons if transported in any other manner 
than in barrels; and for empty oil barrels the sum of 24 cents, 
and four cents for eaeh 100 pounds of freight other than oil, 


oil barrels, lumber, staves, grain and all products of the farm- 


ing community, and for all freights for which no tolls have 


) been specified herein such rates as shall from time to time be 


prescribed by law or fixed by the Board of Public Works. 


SENATE BILL No. 29. 


A BILL TO PROVIDE FOR THE SALE OF REAL ESTATE, 
DELINQUENT FOR THE NON-PAYMENT OF TAXES 
LEVIED BY COUNTIES OR TOWNSHIPS. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 

1 1. Allreal estate returned delinquent for the non-payment of 
2 taxes levied by counties or townships for the use of counties, 
83 townships, free schools, roads, or for the support of the poor, 
4 if such taxes shall remain unpaid, shall be sold and conveyed 
5 in the manner provided in chapter thirty-seven of the code of 
6 Virginia, second edition. 

1 2. Until such sale be made, any person may, upon a certi- 
2 ficate of the Auditor, pay into the treasury of the State the 
3 taxes on any such real estate, levied by the counties or town- 
4 ships, for the use of counties, townships, free schools, roads, or 
5 for tbe support of the poor, with interest thereon at the rate 
6 of six per centum per annum per onnum from the fifteenth day 
T of December of the year for which they are returned delin- 
8 quent, and all taxes so paid, shall be accounted for to the 
9 treasurer of the county in which they were levied. 

1 3. When any real estate is hereafter sold for the non-pay- 


2 ment of taxes assessed thereon, the officer selling tho same,

shall account for such part thereof as is due the State, in the 
manner provided in chapter thirty-seven of the code of Virgi- 
nia. second edition, and shall account for the residue to the 


county or township which levied the same. 


SENATE BILL No. 30. 


A BILL IN RELATION TO THE LIMITATIONS OF CIVIL 


ACTIONS. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of West Virginia: 
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The limitations of actions enumerated in chapter 149 of the 
Code of Virginia, second edition, shall not apply against any 
right of action existing in any county of this State in which 
the civil courts have been or shall be suspended, for such time 
as such courts have been or may be suspended; nor shall such 
limitations apply in favor of any person who has volunteered 
or been drafted, and ordered into actual military service, 
whether of this State or of the United States, or in favor of his 
surety, during the time of such military service, and for three - 


months after the expiration thereof.
